Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments to recite the specific "vortex" motion for the ablation fluid is deemed to 
distinguish over the prior art of record. As asserted in the Final Office action, the prior 
art is deemed to provide a broadly interpreted "swirling" motion for the fluid based on 
the turbulent flow pattern. However, the prior art is silent with respect to providing a 
specific "swirling vortex" which would, as presented in applicant's specification at

paragraph 0068, provide for more uniform heating of the ablation fluid. It is noted that 
applicant's newly added independent claim 13 recites the same basic structure and 
uses "means plus function" language to recite the swirling vortex motion for the ablation 
fluid flow.
